Five semi-finalists, each represent¬ 
ing a different Brooklyn vocational high school, competed, and Ralph Hormile of 
Alexander Hamilton won top honors for his rendition of President John E.Kennedy’s 
Inaugural Address,

audience and then the competition began. Judging this close contest, which was 
organized by Hiss Evelyn Muller, Speech Supei’visor for vocational high schools, 
were Dr. Dorothy Lawson, Professor of Speech at Brooklyn College; Hiss Loretta 
Curran, Chairman of the Speech Department at Lafayette H.S.; and Mrs, Josephine C.
